He Murders Three In Religious Mania 


In a fit of religious mania a youth­ 
ful church worker in Liverpool, Eng­ 
land, William McDonald, ldlleü three 
of his fellow church workers. He then 
committeckçuicide. 


McDonald paid a round of visitó to 
the residences of his colleagues iú the 
church work and shot them down in 
turn and afterward battered their bod­ 
ies with a bludgeon. 
* Apparently there were no witnesses 
or the series of tragedies. The empty 
revolver and the bludgeon were clasp­ 
ed in McDonald’s hands when his body 
wap discovered. 


The four young people were active 
workers for a sect known 
as 
the 
“Church of Humanity.” One of tho 
victims was Miss Crompton, daughter 
of the late Rev. Henry Crompton, a 
foimer pastor of the “Church of Hu­ 
manity.” She was the leader of the 
“Liverpool Positivists” and was Mc­ 
Donald's religious tutor. lt was in her 
room that the maniac committed sui­ 
cide after killing his instructress.

Wilson Rebukes Editor. 


For the first time in the history of 
the United States a newspaper editor 
has been officially rebuked by the pres­ 
ident. 


Mr. Wilson sent the following com­ 
munication to the editor of the W ash­ 
ington Post: 


“Sir—I am quoted in your issue of 
Wednesday as saying that any one 
who does not support me is no Demo­ 
crat but a rebel. Of course, I never 
said any such thing. 
It is contrary 
both to my thoughts and to my char­ 
acter, and I must ausk that you give a 
very prominent plSce to this denial. 
Very truly yours, 


“WOODROW WILSON.” 


Dr. Seven H. Wiberg, formerly an 
instructor in a Swedish university and 
author« of “The Ti;uc Origin of Osteo­ 
pathy,” was discovered, following his 
tragic death in Reading, Mass., to be a 
second Dr. Jekyl and Mr. Hyde. 


Conducting a lucrative practice dur­ 
ing the day as an oeteopath, and re­ 
spected throughout the community, at 
night he transformed himself into a 
desperado. 


Wearing a black silk mask, armed 
with a deadly blackjack made of lead, 
a jimmy and an automatic revolver, 
his body was found on the estate of 
Mrs. Mary Weeks, a wealthy sixty- 
eight-year-old widow. He had appar­ 
ently tripped in making his escape from 
the house, with the revolver in his 
hand, the weapon discharging a bullet 
which penetrated his heart. 


Mrs. Weeks, who was rendered un­ 
conscious by a glancing blow on the 
head from the blackjack, was rushed 
to the Reading hospital, and is now 
pronounced out of danger. 


The discovery that 
the 
masked 
burglar was Wiberg was not made for 
some time following the discovery of 
his body. 


According to friends of Wiberg, his 
actions may have been impelled be­ 
cause of the tributes 
paid 
to 
the 
strength of his hands, many having 
commented on the fact that he could 
strangle a person with them with the 
greatest ease after having felt tlieir 
terrific* strength during massage treat­ 
ments of osteopathy. 


There have been several mysterious 
assaults, robberies and sudden deaths 
within a radius of twenty miles of 
Reading during the past few months, 
and an investigation started by State 
Inspector Smith is based on the pre­ 
sumption that Dr. Wiberg has been 
making nightly trips into the various 
cities. 


Wiberg 
had 
been 
treating 
Mrs. 
Weeks for some time and knew that 
she had thousands of dollars’ worth 
of jewelry, as well as a large amount 
of ready money in her bedroom. He 
selected his time with care, learning 
that her adopted son, W. W. Weeks, 
would be away and that the servants 
would be in a far corner of the house. 


He apparently thought that the aged 
woman could be handled in a manner 
that would prevent her sounding any 
alarm, and the theory is that he had 
started to strangle her and when she 
managed to break from his grip he 
swung the blackjack, his aim being 
so poor that it only struck a glancing 
blow. 


Before the weapon struck, however, 
her screams had aroused the neigh­ 
bors, and he fled through the back 
door, the shot coming as he was run­ 
ning across the estate in the drizzling 
rain. 


Paralysis Shuts High School, 


“ The school board of Laconia, $1. 
H., has closed the high school as the 
result of the death of Burton Burn­ 
ham, fullback o nthe school's football 
team, from infantile paralysis. Burn­ 
ham was 111 just one day. Louis Hutch­ 
ins, halfback on the team, has been 
ill for two days, and his condition is 
held to be serious. Burnham played 
in the game on Saturday against Hoi- 
derness. 


Taft Doesn’t Wish to Fly. 


Former President Taft has declined 
an invitation to go up in the air at the 
Columbus Day meet of the Aeronauti­ 
cal society next Monday at Oakwood 
Heights, S. I., which is to commemo­ 
rate the late Wilbur Wright's first 
flight in a power-driven aeroplane. 


In declining the invitation the for 
mer president says that he is not seek 
ing that method of going to glory. 


NEW GAME LAWS 
ARE MORE U N I!» 


B!ast Postoffice Safe and Escape, 
A daring robbery was committed at 
Kulpmont, near Shamokin, Pa., when 
a gang of JarJng burglars broke into 
the post office, blew open the safe and 
carried away $3u0 
in 
money and 
stamps. A heavy charge of ^nitrogly­ 
cerine was used to blow the 3afe open. 


Scalded to Death In Bath. 


Henry W. Judd, a wealthy retired 
business man and a director in sev­ 
eral local corporations in Cleveland. 
Ohio, was scalded to death in his bath 
tub. It is supposed he fell into the tub 
and was unable, because of his en­ 
feebled condition, tp climb out. 


Badges as big as butter plates, bear­ 
ing the hunting license numbers of the 
wearers, must be worn by sportsmen 
when they take the field in Ohio oi 
Pennsylvania, while gunners who cross 
the Canadian line into Manitoba or 
Saskatchewan must go clad in immac­ 
ulate white. 


These are some of the peculiar re­ 
quirements H^t forth in a synopsis of 
the game laws issued by the depart­ 
ment of agriculture. 


The 
department’s 
analysis of the 
game laws of the various states and 
Canada discloses the fact that virtually 
every state and the provinces across 
the border has undertaken to protect 
both big gifme and migratory birds. 
Even Wyoming, recognized as among 
the last of the big game hunters* ha­ 
vens, has enacted drastic laws to safe- 
guarl the elk and other game and has 
shortened the hunting season, besides 
limiting the size of the “bag” that may 
be made. 


Greater uniformity of laws is the 
general trend of state legislatures in 
the m atter of reasons. 


A marked feature of the legislation 
of the year, it adds, was the rapid pro­ 
gress made in the establishment of 
game and bird refugees. In addition to 
the creation of four such refugees by 
federal order, many of the states have 
established immunity zones by probib« 
iting hunting in certain sections

W. B. Burnett, of Athens, Ark., £nd 
Fred Storer, of Bonham, Texas, shot 
each other to death on Wednesday, 
Storer's eleven-year-old daughter look­ 
ed on during the fight, and when her 
father called for more cartridges to 
reload his revolver the child carried 
them to him. The bodies of both men 
were riddled with bullets. 
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Flashes Signal Dynamiting Last 


Barrier in the CanaL 


AX little electric spark, which origi­ 
nated when President Wilson pressed 
the button in the White House in 
Washington, 
was 
the 
silent 
agent 
which sped more than 4000 miles over 
land and under the water and ignited 
the immense charges of dynamite that 
practically removed the last obstruc­ 
tion in the Panama canal. 


• Electrical 
experts calculated 
that 
within four seconds after President 
Wilson pressed tho button in W ash­ 
ington 
the 
current 
threw a small 
switch on an apparatus at the Gamboa 
dike, which in turn set in motion other 
apparatus which furnished tho current 
for exploding the charges. 


Just before sending the signal Presi­ 
dent Wilson dispatched this message 
to Colonel George Goethals, chief en­ 
gineer on the canal zone: “My warm­ 
est congratulations.” 


Practically no ceremony accompan­ 
ied the giving of the signal. The presi­ 
dent, immediately after luncheon, went 
to the office of the chiof usher, I. H. 
Hoover, in the executive 
mansion, 
where the instrument was waiting. The 
chief operator, K. W. Smithers, tested 
the line and sent four dots Hashing 
through to Panama, as the signal that 
the president was ready. 


Mr. Wilson stepped forward Just as 
the hands of the White House clock 
touched the hour and pressed the but 
ton, flashing to Panama the current 
which was to send tons and tons of 
the Gamboa dike flying heavenward 
and perform practically the last act in 
connecting the waters of the two great 
oceans. 


The destruction of this dike per 
mitted the waters of Oatun lake to 
flow freely into the r/ul -!—» mi*. which 
after nine years of tho gro.itoat dig­ 
ging the world has ever seen i$ now 
almost completed. 


While it was not an official holiday 
in the ra^al zone, everyone who <'ould 
be spared from work journeyed to the 
scene. The danger zone was gunrded 
by a -*rong cordon of police. Pô»*; jeon 
units of the Atlantic d r e . f h > e t 
were successfully passed Mm.ugh the 
Gatun locks on their w iy to the Gam­ 
boa dike and began operations as soon 
as th*_* barrier was shattered. The lock­ 
age took two hours and a half, some 
time being lost through maneuvering 
the vessels into position. The lock me­ 
chanism worked perfectly. 


The Atlantic and Pacific oceans were 
not actually united when the Gamboa 
dike was destroyed and the waters of 
Gatun lake were ailowed to flow into 
Culebra cut, as lake and cut axe, at 
the 
normal 
surface of the water, 
eighty-five feet above the level of the 
sea. 


The destruction of the Gamboa dike, 
however, removes the last obstruction 
to th- 
iun j ’ ion of the greater part 
of be cr.nal by light draft vessels and 
epti.,s up direct connection between 
the greaf Gatun lake, which already is 
practhally ready to discharge vessels 
into the Atlantic through*Gatun locks, 
and the Pacific division. The waters of 
the lake, rushing through the broken 
dike at Gamboa, sweep through the 
greater locks at Pedro Miguel, which 
mark the beginning of the descent from 
the top level of the canal to the P a­ 
cific. 


The first craft# to enter will be tho 
g^cat steam dredges, whose work is to 
clear and deepen the channel. 
Th« 
presence of small crait in portions of 
the ( anal 
’ nvever, does net as yet 
mean ocean to-ocean navigation.

Shot through the heart and lungs 
during a family quarrel at his home, 
23 North Mississippi avenue, Atlantic 
City, N. J., Nicholas Mancheri, a Penn* 
sylvania railroad employe, died in a 
few minutes 


Margaret, the 
man’s twenty-three- 
year-old dau rhter; two younger broth­ 
ers and thr* 
sisters were seen flying 
from 
the Louse after the shooting. 
Margaret admitted to the detectives 
that she bad done the killing. 


At the city hall the children stated 
that their father had an ungovernable 
temper and 
had 
frequently abused 
them. W hen he returned from work, 
they said, he seized his sixteen year- 
old son, Anthony, by the throat. Mar­ 
garet interfered to protect the boy, and 
the father, turning on her, declared he 
would kill her. He drew a knife, they 
said, and darted toward the girl, who 
ran to a closet and procured a revolver 
and shot him, 


Postmaster Kills Robber. 


Frank Stunts, postmaster of Still­ 
water, N. Y., fought a desperate pistol 
battle in the dark with two yeggmeu, 
who bad dynamited the postofflce safe, 
killed one of the men and injured the 
other, who escaped. 


Stunts was not injured, although 
five shots were fired at him from a 
distance of less than twenty feet, 


Stunts was awakened by a muffled 
explosion. Ho hurried to the postofflce, 
a short distance from his home. 
A« 
he neared the building a bullet whis­ 
tled past his ear. Stunts fired at a man 
standing in the shadow of the post- 
office. The man groaned and fell. 


Tho safe blower inside the building 
rushed to the door and blazed away at 
Stunts. 
Stunts* first shot struck him 
down and killed him. After a short 
running battle with tho injured m an 
the latter made his escApe. 


Timothy L. Woodruff Dies. 
Timothy L. Woodruff died in Brook­ 
lyn, N. Y, 


Mr. Woodruff was stricken with par­ 
alysis on Sept, 9. while he was speak­ 
ing at the meeting held in Cooper 
Union to formally notify the fusion 
candidates of their nominations. 


Timithy Lester Woodruff, lieutenant 
governor of New York for three terms 
(1897-1903) was born at New Haven, 
Conn., on Aug. 4, 1S5S. Me took up his 
residence in Brooklyn in the spring of 
18S1 and entered politics in the same 
year, when he joined the Brooklyn 
Young Men’s Republican club. 


At the Republican national conven­ 
tion in 190S Mr. Woodruff made the 
speech nominating the late Jame§ S. 
Sherman for vice president. 


The Champion Hen. 


Upon hen “C-543” the Oregon Agri­ 
cultural college in Corvallis, Oref >n. 
has conferred the title of “the greatest 
hen in the world.” 


She has just laid her 283d egg with­ 
in a year, making what is said to be a 
world’s record. 


“C-543” was hatched April 29, 1912, 
and began laying at the age of five 
and a half months. 


The former record was made at the 
Oregon college farm in 1911, when a 
hen laid 2S2 eggs in a year. 


Blease on His State’s Needs. 


“I want plenty of good horse hacing,

playing in my state,” said Governor 
Cole L. Blease, of South Carolina, in 
Washington on his way back home af­ 
ter a business trip to New York. 


When asked if he was going to pay 
his respects to President Wilson in 
Washington, the governor said: “Sin^e 
he appointed Gonzales as minister to 
Cuba I’ve lost faith in him.”

President Wilson sent to the senate 
the nomination of Charles N. Seitz 
inger to be postmaster at Reading 
l->a. Mr. Seitzinger Is a prominent labor 
leader and by trade a cigarmaker. He 
was one of sixteen Democratic candi 
dates for the position to succeed A 
M. High, who died two months ago 
after holding the office nearly fifteen 
years.

QUESTION HpS LEEN SETTLED 


NO TIME TO KNOCK. 


This is not the time for the friends 
or enemies of any administration to at­ 
tempt to “get even” for any real or 
fancied grievance by'standing in the 
path of progress. 
Under different ad­ 
ministrations the work of road build­ 
ing must go on, as provided 
by law. 
There will be other administrations, 
and if one does not Suit the people it 
can be changed two years afterward. 
But the work of building the roads 
should not 
be interrupted. 
Every 
Interest in the State, agricultural, com­ 
mercial, social, educational, demands 
that highway construction 
continue 
until the State and State Aid road sys­ 
tems are finished. 


Unless the amendment to the con­ 
stitution authorizing the bond issue be 
carried at the coming 
election road 
construction in the State will progress 
very slowly. Work on the State Road 
System had to stop on August 1 of 
this year because of the inadequacy 
of the appropriations. 
To 
relieve 
the situation, and make sucli condi­ 
tions impossible in the future, all par­ 
ties and interests 
should 
work 
to­ 
gether for the amendment. 


Only by carrying the bond proposi­ 
tion, at the coming election 
can the 
work of completing the State and State 
Aid road systems go forward. 
And 
the building of these 
roads 
means 
much to every resident of the State. 
It means for the farmer an improved 
road from his farm, or near it,.to his 
county seat or other market-point; it 
means additional facilities for village 
and city merchants in the distribution

The terminal points are the im­ 
portant factors in determining the 
value of an improved road, 
A good 
road that begins nowhere and ends 
nowhere may be a matter of pride to 
those who live along it, but its prac­ 
tical value is determined by tho con­ 
dition of the highways which connect 
the improved section of road with the 
city or town where tho commercial* 
and social interests of the commu­ 
nity converge. 


In many states it is not unusual 
to 
find isolated 
sections of brick, 
macadam or gravel roads which have 
been constructed by tho local authori­ 
ties with the expectation that the adja­ 
cent township would continue the im­ 
provement to the county seat, or to 
some other desirable center. 
This 
is particularly true of Iowa and In­ 
diana, and also unfortunately of Penn­ 
sylvania. 


This question was settlod in our 
state 
by 
the 
Legislature 
of 1911, 
when a system of State Highways 
was adopted, 
so 
that the 
benefits 
will reach all counties alike, and that 
the great interests of through travel 
as well as the convenience of local 
communities may be served. 


With 
State 
aid 
to counties and 
townships as the dominating factor in 
highway building, the State is always 
at a disadvantage, by reason of the 
fact that the original impulse must 
come 
from 
the 
local 
community. 
Counties 
and 
townships 
rarely, 
if 
ever, are known to act concurrently 
in highway matters, the result being 
that one county may be well supplied 
with improved roads, while the ad 
joining counties are seriously lacking 
in that respect, leaving the more en­ 
terprising community, which has done 
its full share, cut off from important 
centers of population and with only 
a portion of the benefits it had a 
right to expect. 


Our system of State Highways cor­ 
rects this situation. 
The state takes 
over the main roads, improves and 
maintains 
them 
at 
state 
expense. 
These State Highways, connecting ail 
county seats and all principal centers, 
not only correct the inequality in the 
distribution -of 
public 
benefits 
but 
provide for that wider travel which 
has become so common. 


Uniform improvement of the High­ 
ways is imperative in a great State 
like Pennsylvania. 
But uniform im­ 
provement does not mean that all 
roads must be built of the same width 
or the same material. 
It means that 
with all the facts before it, the High­ 
way Department can determine what 
type of improvement should be given 
each section of the State Highways, 
so as to place all on an exact equal­ 
ity; taking into consideration present 
travel now and what is likely to de­ 
velop after their improvement. Where 
heavy traffic predominates one type 
of construction is necessary; if light 
vehicles or automobiles predominate 
and heavy loads are rare, other types 
may be employed as a matter of or­ 
dinary economy in construction and 
maintenance. 


The French government does not 
hesitate to state that its reason for 
keeping within the department the 
control of the location and character 
of the improvement of a road, is to 
'‘keep it from 
the distractions 
of 
local 
political interests.*' 
Only by 
centralized authority can this be ac­ 
complished in France, or in Pennsyl­ 
vania, or in any county or state. 


A centralized Highway authority is 
the only agency that can properly 
study the needs and requirements of 
all sections of a state; and while 
treating all counties alike, determine 
what 
particular 
roads 
should 
first 
be 
improved 
to 
accommodate 
the 
greatest number of people, and most 
rapidly develop the interests of the 
state as a whole. 


With 
the 
Constitutional 
Amend­ 
ment carried at the November elec­ 
tion, the Highway Department may 
begin the preparation of plans for the 
improvement of Pennsylvania's State 
roads on a scale hitherto impossible. 
A year from nowr the Legislators for 
1914 will make the laws putting the 
Amendment into operation and ap­ 
propriating the money for the road 
work.

T ells of S tran g e B om bard­ 
m ent of His Vessel. 


Capt. A. Sunderberg of the steam 
scliooner Wasp, which plies between 
Seattle and California ports, reports a 
strange experience at sea on August 7. 


In a report made to the 
Hydro­ 
graphic office Captain Sunderberg says 
that at 10 p. m., when six miles east by 
south of Point Conception, his vessel 
ran into a thick fog bank which hung 
close to the water. 


Without the fog rising in the least, 
a violent electric storm broke out, and 
for one hour and 14 minutes the blan­ 
ket of heavy mist was pierced contin­ 
ually by 
discharges of atmospheric 
electricity and vivid flashes of angular 
zigzag and forked lightning. At 12:15 
a. m., August 8, the steel foremast of 
the Wasp became charged with elec­ 
tricity from the top down to the spring 
stay. 
Captain Sunderberg says this 
was not the usual display of St. Elmo 
fire, as the mast gave out loud reports 
as if from a powerful wireless appara­ 
tus. 


While the vessel was bombarded by 
lightning which coursed down her 
main mast, her oflicers and crew did 
not venture on deck.

Sye Alone D etccts Icebergs. 


There at present is 
no 
absolute 
method of detecting icebergs, except 
by the human eye, in the opinion of 
Captains (\ E. Johnson and A. S. Gam­ 
ble of the cutters Sene|a and Miami, 
which patroled tho route of the trans­ 
atlantic liners from April to May. 


Captain Johuston refuted the preva­ 
lent theory that a sudden drop in tem­ 
perature meant the proximity of ice 
bergs. Little or no change in tempera­ 
ture was noticeable, he said. Nor can 
icebergs, as generally supposed, be de­ 
tected with any certainty by an echo 
from a ship’s whistle or bells, as, ac­ 
cording to Captain Johnston, a 
per­ 
pendicular berg may give an echo from 
some directions, but a slanting face re­ 
flects the sound. 
About 
ninety 
per 
cent, of the Seneca’s efforts to get 
echoes were futile. 


The presence of murres (a kind of 
auk), the officer declares, indicated the 
presence of icebergs, but he adviseB 
mariners to pay no attention to other 
birds.

As a result I have suffered in mind 
and body just what any other girl or 
woman suffers or Is liable to suffer 
who strikes for the same or similar 
reasons. 
I have suffered hardships 
in order to learn truth, just as those 
who were with me have long suffered 
for what they declare to be a princi­ 
ple. 


Stories of the hardships endured by 
women strikers at the hands of po­ 
licemen and others employed by fac­ 
tory owners, to oppose them havo 
been many. 
Hardly a day passes in 
which some^new case is not brought 
to light in the local 
police courts. 
As a rule the sufferer can speak lit­ 
tle English. 
In consequence the re­ 
cital of her experience is brief. 
Its 
full details seldom reach even the 
newspaper offices. 
If they do they 
are overshadowed by the countless 
larger events which (ire constantly 
occurring In a city where the popula­ 
tion is so tremendous as in Greater 
New York. 


The only way to lift the veil so 
that the public might learn whether 
or not the stories were born of hys­ 
teria and vivid imagination was to 
voluntarily place one's self in a posi­ 
tion to experience exactly what these 
girls have said they experienced. 
Therefore I became a striker. 
This recital of my experiences is 
not intended as a defense of the girls 
nor an attack upon the police. 
It is 
designed as a purely impersonal, un­ 
biased, unprejudiced account of what 
actually happened to me personally 
and what was seen and done in my 
presence and hearing. 


Arousing the Pickets. 


WTien I entered 
the union

This course had to be fol-

priate the income from automobile regis­ 
tration.

AUTUMN FRUITS. 


Following the luscious fruits of sum­ 
mer come the delicious autumn fruits, 
the late peaches, pears and fall ap­ 
ples, plums, grapes and melons the 
toothsome canteloup making a group 
of color 
unrivaled 
and flavor 
un­ 
equalled. 


Peach Bouchees.—Bake a rich bis­ 
cuit dough over timbal molds and 
when cold, fill with sweetened sliced 
peaches over which has been poured 
a little orange juice and 
whipped 
cream piled on top of each. 
These 
may be served while the cases are 
warm. 


Pears 
Gateaux.—Wash 
six 
ripe 
pears, remove the blossom and scoop 
out the core. 
Make a rich, clear sirup 
to which add the juice of a lemon. 
Cook the pears without destroying the 
shape, lift out and cool and fill the 
cavities with chopped figs, 
walnut 
meats, and a pinch of salt. 
Set on 
ice and when serving time comes cut 
out rounds of sponge cake, scoop out 
the centers and set a pear on each 
piece. 
Pour the sirup over them and 
serve. 


Another nice dessert is a rich puff 
paste or plain, can be used spread 
with plum jam, rolled up like a jelly roll 
and baked, then sprinkled with pow­ 
dered surar and served 
with 
well 
ilavored and sweetend whipped cream. 


Grape Desert.—Soften 
two 
table­ 
spoonfuls of gelatine in cold water. 
Add one and a half cupfuls of sugar 
to one pint of fresh grape juice, and 
the juice of two lemons, strain ana 
add the gelatine. 
Set the basin con­ 
taining the mixture into a dish of 
crushed ice, stir until it thickens, then 
add the stiffly beaten whites of four 
eggs. 
Fill chilled glasses two-thirds 
full and pile whipped cream on top. 


Pears With Chocolate Cream.—Pare 
and core firm ripe pears cut in halves, 
Hollow out the pear, leaving a rim 
half an ich deep. 
Have ready some 
chocolate ice cream scooped out with

his body was found on the estate of 
Mrs. Mary Weeks, a wealthy 
slxty- 
Gight-year-old widow.

greatest ease after having felt their 
t^errifif strength during massage treat- 
ments of osteopathy. 


There have been several mysterious 
assaults, robberies and sudden deaths 
within a radius of twenty miles of 
Reading during the past few months, 
and an investigation started by State 
Inspector Smith is based on the pro- 
sumption that Dr. Wiberg has been 
making nightly trips into the various

He 
selected his time with care, learning 
that her adopted son, W. W, Weeks, 
would be away and that the servants 
would be in a far corner of the house. 
He apparently thought that the agod 
woman could be handled in a manner 
that would prevent her sounding any 
alarm, and the theory is that he had 
started to strangle her and when she 
managed to break from his grip he 
swung tho blackjack, his aim bDlng 
so poor that It only struck a glancing 
blow.

NEW GAME LAWS 


ARE MORE UNIFORM 


\ 


Badges as big as butter plates, bear 
ing the hunting license number's of the 
wearers, must be worn by sportsuieii 
when they take the field ui Ohio oi 
Pennsylvania, while gunners who CVOAH 
the Canadian line into Manitoba or 
Saskatchewan must go oiaj la immac- 
ulate white. 


These are iiome of the peculiar re- 
quirements ¿i^t forth in a synopsis of 
the game laws issued by the deijart- 
ment of agriculture. 


The 
department's 
analysis of the 
game laws of ihe various states and 
Canada discloses the tact that virtually 
every state and the provinces across 
the border has undertaken to protect 
both big gijme and migratory 
birds. 
Even Wyoming, recognized as among 
the last of the big game hunters' ha- 
vens, has enacted drastic laws to safe- 
guarl the elk and other game and has 
shortened the hunting season, besides 
limiting the size of the "bag" that may 
be made. 


Greater uniformity of laws is the 
general trend of state legislatures in 
the matter of reasons. 


A marked feature of the legislation 
of the year. It adds, was the rapid pro- 
gress made in the establishment of 
game and bird refugees. In addition to 
the creation of four such refugees b^ 
federal order, many of the states have 
established Immunity zones by prohlb. 
Iting hunting in certain sections

Wilson pressed the button in Wash- 
ington 
the

threw a small 
switch on an apparatus at the Gamboa 
dike, which in turn set in motion other 
apparatus which furnished tho current 
for exploding the charges. 


Just before sending the signal Presi- 
dent Wilson dispatched this message 
to Colonel George Goethals. chief en- 
gineer on tho canal zone: "My warnv 
est congratulations." 


Practically no ceremony accompan- 
ied the giving of the signal. The presi- 
dent. immediately after luncheon, went 
to the office of the chiof usher, L H. 
Hoover, 
in the executive 
mansion, 
where the instrument was waiting. The 
chief operator, K. W. Smithers. tested 
the line and sent four dots 
flashing 
through to Panama, as the signal that 
the president was ready. 


Mr. Wilson stepped forward Just as 
the hands of the While House clock 
touched the hour and pressed the but- 
ton, 
flashing 
to Panama the current 
which was to send tons and tons of 
the Gamboa dike 
flying 
heavenward 
and perform practically the last act in 
connecting the waters of the two great 
oceans. 


The 
destruction of this dike 
per 
mitted the waters of Gattin lake to 
flow freely into the ('nl 
•Ml^. which 
after nine years of tlio griMio^^t dig- 
ging the world has ever seen is now 
almost completed. 


While It was not an official holiday 
in the ra;ial zone, everyone who r-ould 
be spared from work Journeyed to the 
scene. The danger zone was ijunrded 
by a strong cordon of police. hV^-teen 
units of the Atlantic drn 
n^et 
were successfully pas.sed llirt-u^^h the 
Gatun locks on their w ly to tho Gam 
boa dike and hegnn operations as soon 
as th" barrier was shattered. Tho lock 
age took two hours and a half, some 
time being lost through 
maneuvering 
the vessels into position. The lock me 
chanism worked perfectly. 


The Atlantic and Pacific oceans were 
not actually united when the Gamboa 
dike was desitroyed and the waters of 
Gatun lake were allowed to flow Into 
Culebra cut. as lake and cut axe, at

eighty-five feet above the level of the 
j sea.

The destruction of the Gamboa dike, 
however, removes the last obstruction 
to til' 
"ion of the greater part 


of It' cr.nal by light draft vessels and 
cpiioi up direct conncction 
between 
the great- Gatun lake, which already is 
pnu'tiinlly ready to discharge vessels 
into tho Atlantic througlif;Gatun locks, 
and the Pacific division. Tho waters of 
the lake, rushing through the broken 
dike at Gamboa, sweep through 
the 
greater locks at Pedro Miguel, which 
mark the boiclanlng of thu desc ent from 
the top level of tho canal to the Pa 
-Ific. 


The first crafts to enter v/ill be the 
g^cat steam dredges, whose work Is to

The terminal points are the im- 
portant factors in determining 
the 
value of an improved road, 
A good 
road that begins nowhere and ends 
nowhere may be a matter of prido to 
those who live along it, but its prac- 
tical value is determined by tho con- 
dition of the highways which connect 
tho improved section of road with tho 
city or town where tho commercial' 
and social interests of the commu- 
nity converge. 


In many states it is not unusual 
to find isolated 
sections of brick, 
macadam or gravel roads which have 
been coustructod by tho local authori- 
ties with tho expectation that the adja- 
cent township would continue the im- 
provement to the county seat, or to 
some other desirable center. 
This 
is particularly true of Iowa and In- 
diana, and also unfortunately of Penn- 
sylvania. 


This question -was settled in our 
state by 
the 
Legislature 
of 1011, 
when a system of State Highways 
was adopted, so that the boneflts 
will reach all counties alike, and that 
the great interests of through travel 
as well as the convenience of local 
communities may be served. 


With 
State 
aid to counties 
and 
townships as the dominating factor in 
highway building, the State is always 
at a disadvantage, by reason of the 
fact that the original impulse must 
come 
from 
the 
local 
community. 
Counties 
and 
townships 
rarely, 
if 
ever, are known to act concurrently 
in highway matters, the cesult being 
that one county may be well supplied 
with improved roads, while the ad- 
joining counties arc seriously lacking 
in that respect, leaving the more en- 
terprising community, which has done 
its full share, cut off from important 
centers of population and with only 
a portion of the beneflts it had a 
right to expect. 


Our system of State Highways cor- 
rects this situation. 
The state takes

Capt, A. Sunderberg of the steam 
schooner Wasp, which plies between 
Seattle and California ports, reports a 
strange experience at sea on August 7. 


In a 
report 
made to

graphic oflice Captain Sunderberg says 
that at 10 p, m., when six miles east by 
south of Point Conception, his vessel 
ran into a thick fog bank which hung 
close to the water. 


Without the fog rising in the least, 
n violent electric storm broke out, and 
for one hour an-d 14 minutes the blan- 
ket of heavy mist was pierced contin- 
ually by 
discharges of 
atmospheric 
electricity and vivid flashes of angular 
zigzag and forked lightning. 
At 12:15 
a, m., August 8. the steel lloremast of 
the Wasp became charged with elec- 
tricity from the top down to the spring 
stay. 
Captain Sunderberg says 
this 
was not the usual display of St, Elmo 
fire, as the mast gave out loud reports 
as if from a powerful wireless appara- 
tus. 


While the vessel was bombarded by 
lightning 
which 
coursed 
down 
her 
main mast, her oflicers and crew did 
not venture on deck.

Sye Alone Detects Icebergs. 


There at present is 
no 
absolute 
method of detecting icebergs, except 
by the human eye, in the opinion of 
Captains 
E. Johnson and A. S. Gam- 
ble of the cutters Seneia and Miami, 
which patroled the route of the trans- 
atlantic liners from April to May. 


Captain Johnston refuted the preva- 
lent theory that a sudden drop in tem- 
perature meant the proximity of ice 
bergs. 
Little or no change in tempera- 
ture was noticeable, he said. 
Nor can 
icebergs, as generally supposed, be de- 
tected with any certainty by an echo 
from a ship's whistle or bells, as, ac- 
cording to Captain Johnston, a 
per- 
pendicular berg may give an echo from 
some directions, but a slanting face re- 
flects 
the sound. 
About 
ninety 
per 
cent, of the Seneca's efforts to get 
echoes were futile.

RW YORK.—For thirty-four hours 
I have been a striker. For thirty- 
four hours 
I have 
struck 
for 
higher wages, shorter hours, proper 


lihich we were to act 
as 
pickets, 
members of the union passed us con- 
stantly. 
Here and there one loitered 
in a doorway or in some 
obscure 
corner where It was possible, for the 
time being» to escape the observation 
of the police. 
As we 
reached 
the 
corner a young man stepped hastily 
up to one of the girls beside me. 


"Who's the new girl?" ho inquired 
abruptly, his critical, observant eyes 
taking in every detail of my appear- 
ance. 
The girl explained rapidly in 
Yiddish. 


A policeman standing directly in 
front of the factory looked in our di- 
rection 
and 
the 
little 
group 
fell 
apart, 
some 
walking 
down 
Spring 
street and some along the 
Greene 
street side of the building. Rack and 
forth we walked for nearly an hour. 
The number of pickets seemed to in- 
crease.

point of observation on Spring street. 
As we Joined the others a tall young 
man explained for my benefit that

As a result I have suffered in mind 
and body Just what any other girl or 
woman suffers or is liable to suffer 
who strikes for the same or similar 
reasons. 
I have suffered hardships 
in order to learn truth. Just as those 
who were with me have long suffered 
for what they declare to be a princi- 
ple. 


Stories of the hardships endured by 
women strikers at the hands of po- 
licemen and others employed by fac- 
tory owners, to oppose them 
have 
been many. 
Hardly a day passes in 
which some^new case is not brought 
to light in the local 
police 
courts. 
As a rule the sufferer can speak lit- 
tle English. 
In consequence the re- 
cital of her experience is brief. 
Its 
full details seldom reach even the 
newspaper offices. 
If they do they 
are overshadowed by the countless 
larger events which '^re constantly 
occurring In a city where the popula- 
tion is so tremendous as in Greater 
New York. 


The only way to lift the veil so 
that the public might learn whether 
or not the stories were born of hys- 
teria and vivid imagination was to 
voluntarily place one's self In a posi- 
tion to experience exactly what these 
girls have said they experienced. 


Therefore I became a striker. 
This recital of my experiences is 
not Intended as a defense of the girls 
nor an attack upon the police. 
It is 
designed as a purely impersonal, un- 
biased, unprejudiced account of what 
actually happened to me personally 
and what was seen and done In my 
presence and hearing. 


Arousing the Pickct«, 


When I entered 
the union 
head- 
ijuarters at New Majestic hall, No. 
106 Forsythe street. 
Manhattan, 
I 
was welcomed 
by 
the 
committee 
chairman anU told to wait for some 
girls to come who could speak Eng- 
lish. I noticed several rows of chairs 
facing the walls. 
Upon one of these 
lay a youth of 
perhaps 
seventeen 
years, asleep, with his coat for a pil- 
low. 
Others in the room had appar- 
ently just arisen from similar uncom- 
fortable couches. 
The chairman "was 
busy giving Instructions to several 
groups of young men and women, all 
of whom looked tired and sleepy. As 
I seated myself he went over to the 
soundly sleeping youth 
and 
shook 
him vigorously. 


"Come, wake up; time to go on 
tuty," he remarked. 


The curly-haired, brown-eyed strip- 
ling 
sighed 
heavily, 
yawned, 
then 
promptly went fast asleep again. For 
a few moments the chairman con- 
tinued to give directions to the oth- 
ers. then turned to the boy again.

Ready for the Meeting. 


By twos and threes the little body 
of pickets turned and slowly made its 
way back to the hall on Forsythe 
street. 
During our absence the chair- 
man and his assistants had been dili- 
gent. 
Fresh sawdust had been sprin- 
kled on the floor. 
The chairs had 
been arranged In anticipation of the 
mass meeting to occur at 10 o'clock. 
The long counter at the rear of the 
hall had been brushed off and on it

Five minutes after we en- 
tered the hall the scene around that 
counter resembled a bargain sale in a 
department store.

Proposed Highway Program. 


Looking lorward lo the approval of 
the $50.000,000 state road loau at tho 
No\eaber ole( tions, the Ponnsylvauia 
Good Roads Associations already out- 
lining a lampaiirn for the passage of a 
law by the legislature of 1915 limiting 
the expenditure from this ^imd to $5,- 
OOO.OOO in any one year. 


The association realizes that proper 
enabling legislation is almost as im- 
portanl as the loan itself, and it Is al- 
ready preparing to maUe the limiting 
of expenditure the big issue of tho elec- 
tions next fall wherever members of 
the house and senate or state officer« 
having to do with tho highway depart- 
ment are to be elected. 
Every candi- 
date for the legislature will be asked 
whether or not he favors such a law, 
so that the voters will know in ad- 
vance exactly where he stands. 


The association holds that $5.000.000 
a year, in addition to such sums as are 
set aside from current revenues for 
the uses of the highway department, 
will constitute as much money as will 
be necessary to c a n ^ out a-systematic, 
economic and practical campaign for 
first class roid construction. 


The association, sets forth its posi- 
tion on the road loan and thé proposed 
legislation in the following address to 
the people of the state: 
To the People of Pennsylvania— 


The Pennsylvania Good Roads Asso- 
ciation commends to the favorable con- 
sideration of the voters the proposed 
amendment to the constitution to per- 
mit the state to issue bonds not ex- 
ceeding $50.000,000 for the construc- 
tion of highways. This amendment has 
been adopted by two legislatures and 
now requires only the approval of a 
majority at the polls in the November 
election of 1913. 


Issuance of bonds is an approved 
method of financing large enterprises, 
both public and private. 
The consti- 
tution of Pennsylvania grants to all 
municipalities the right to bond them- 
selves for such purposes. .Cities and 
towns generally avail themselves of 
this efficient and economic method of 
providing funds for public works. The 
proposed amendment would extend a 
like privilege to the state itself in a 
limited degree and for a specific pur- 
pose. 


The need is imperative. Enlightened 
public sentiment demands good road^ 
PennsylvaniA is far behind many of 
her sister states in meeting this de- 
mand. Repeated experience has shown 
that legislatures cannot be depônded 
on to resist the demands for appro- 
priations for public and private char- 
ities to such an extent as to permit of 
adequate support for road building out 
of the general revenues. A bond issue 
offers the only alternative. The state 
is out of debt 
It can borrow an abun- 
dance of money at low interest. 
Re- 
payment of the loan tJirouiïh the ac- 
cumulation of a sinking fund and its 
interest earnings during a long period 
of years will impose no serious bur- 
den on the revenues. Farms and other 
real estate will not be called upon to 
pay a dollar of this, because there is 
and can be no state tax on real estate 
in Pennsylvania. 


The Pennsylvania Good Roads As- 
sociation is in favor not only of the

Following the luscious fruits of sum- 
mer come the delicious autumn fruits, 
the late peaches, pears and fall ap- 
ples, plums, grapes and melons the 
toothsome canteloup making a group 
of color 
unrivaled 
and 
flavor 
un- 
equalled. 


Peach Bouchecs.—Bake a rich bis- 
cuit dough over tlmbal molds and 
when cold, fill with sweetened sliced 
peaches over which has been poured , 
a little orange juice and 
whipped 
cream piled on top of each. 
These | 
may be served while the cases are 
warm. 


Pears 
Gateaux.—Wash 
six 
ripe 
pears, remove the blossom and scoop 
out the core. 
Make a rich, clear sirup 
to which add the juice of a lemon. 
Cook the pears without destroying tho 
shape, lift out and cool and fill the 
cavities with chopped 
figs, 
walnut 
meats, and a pinch of salt. 
Set on 
ice and when serving time comes cut 
out rounds of sponge cake, scoop out 
the centers and set a pear on each 
piece. 
Pour the sirup over them and 
serve. 


Another nice dessert is a rich puff 
paste or plain, can be used spread 
with plum Jam, rolled up like a jelly roll 
and baked, then sprinkled with pow- 
dered surar and served 
with 
well 
flavored and sweetend whipped cream. 


Grape Desert,—Soften 
two 
table- 
spoonfuls of gelatine in cold water. 
Add one and a half cupfuls of sugar 
to one pint of fresh grape juice, and 
the juice of two lemons, strain anc 
add the gelatine. 
Set the basin con- 
taining the mixture into a dish oi 
crushed ice, stir until it thickens, thea 
add the stiffly beaten whites of four 
eggs. 
Fill chilled glasses two-thirds 
full and pile whipped cream on top.
